Prairie Provinces Will Have no Right 
to Tax C, P. R. Lands Until Twen- 
ty Years After Patents Have Been 
Issued—Would: Have Meant Mil- 
lions of Dollars in Taxes if Prov- 
inces Had Won Case. 


London.—Judgment has been given 
by the privy council in the important 
case of the Minister of Public Works 
of the Province of Alberta against 
the C. P. R., respondents, with the 
Saskatchewan 
intervening. 

This was a test cage re the exemp- 
tion of C. P. R. lanus from taxation, 
and resulted in a win for the railway 
company all along the line, the case 
being dismissed ‘without costs. Their 
lordships held that unoccupied C. P. 
R. lands were not taxable until twen- 
ty years after the actual grant of let- 
ters patent to the settler, even should 
there be a delay of many years on his 
pe in taking out those letters pat- 
ent. 

They also held that C. P. R. land 
sold on the instalment plan are not 
hs ieheae until all the instalments are 
paid.

Premier Sifton, on His Return From

Edmonton.—‘‘It is bound to come,” 
said Premier Sifton, in speaking of 
provincial control of natural re- 
sources, the “Gospel” which he 
preached before the Canadian Club 
in Toronto and at other places during 
his visit to eastern Canada, from 
which he returned to the city re- 
cently after an absence of three 
weeks, to resume his official duties 
at_the legislative buildings, 

e expressed his conviction it 
would be a matter of short time, till 
the administration or the revenue pro- 
ducing resources of the prairie pro- 
vinces would be turned over to the 
provincial governments, and Alberta, 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba placed 
on the same footing in this respect as 
Ortario. The reception which was 
accorded his plain atatement of the 
case in the addresses he .delivered in 
{eastern Canada showed that the peo- 
| ple there appreciated the demands of 
the western provinces. He discussed 
the question with leading business 
men of Toronto and had found none 
whose attitude was not favorable. 
| Asked for his views on the tariff 
| agreement as affecting Alberta, the 
premier replied that he did not wish 
to prophesy or enter the arena of Do- 
minion politics just now. He had 
been in the house of commons at Ot- 
tawa on the afternoon when Mr, Field- 
ing presented the agreement to par- 
liament and explained it in an able 
address, Access to the market, south 
of the boundary for farm products 
would undoubtedly mean much _ to 
the people of this part of Canada. 

The premier stated that while in 
Ottawa he had been informed by 
Hon. Frank Oliver, that the depart- 
ment of the interior intended to build

QUARREL IN THE ROYAL FAMILY 


|Decision of Dowager Not to Attend 
Coronation Brings Social Fight 
To a Head 

London.—England is stirred as rare- 
ly before by the announcement that 
the Dowager Queen, widow of King 
Edward, would not attend the corona- 
tion of her son, King George. This is 
the latest move in the battle for social 
supremacy being waged by Queen 
Mary and Queen Alexandra. Court 
leaders during the reign of Etward 
ure supporting the dowager queen, 
and from indications two distinct 
social sects may grow out of the bitter 
quawevée: a@he royal family. 

Almost after the death of King Ed- 
ward rumors of friction between the 
two queens became current. Although 
those reports did not get into print 
in the British newspapers, they were 
commonly known and formed the 
chief topic of gossip in clubs and at 
| aristocratic gatherings. 

The dowager queen occupied Buck- 
ingham palace long after the time 
when, according to custom, she should 
have left there. This and other acts 
have sorely tried the patience of King 
George and his consort until an open 
rupture has resulted. 

It is rumored there will be two 
social courts in England, and that 
Queen Alexandra aspires to outshine 
the wife of the reigning monarch. 


MANCHURIA PLAGUE STRICKEN 


Authorities Are Absolutely Helpless 
To Prevent Advance of 
Disease 
Berlin.—According to _ intelligence 
received from Odessa and from Man- 
| churia, the plague is spreading rap- 
idly, owing to the helplessness of the 

authorities to arrest its advance, 

In Manchuria the malady is carried 
from place to place by the inhabi- 
tants who are seized with panic on its 
outbreak and seek refuge in towns 
which had been immune, but which 
are forthwith infected by the refugees, 
Moreover, the Chinese obstinately re- 
fuse to observe the preventive meas- 
ures prescribed by the Russian medi- 
cal authorities, and the two nations 
are at daggers’ ends. Co-operation is 
impossible. 

The result is that the plague is 
advancing steadily’ towards Europe. 

In Odessa, there was a count of 
months’ lull in the plague and the 
present outbreak is ascribed by the 
physicians to the plague stricken rats 
which find much more easy access to 
the houses than in yantern Europe. 

An experienced Russian doctor ap- 
peals to the authorities to destroy the 
rats nae large scale, and safeguard 
<4 children from thei attacks. -

Two Wordsworth Anecdotes. 

A correspondent of The Spectator | 
(London) contributes two anecdotes of 
Wordsworth. ‘The scornful pity telt | 
by an old gardener for Darwin, who, | 
as he toiled among the idle rich, re- | 
minds me of an anecdote which I | 
have somewhere come across about 
the similarly unproductive Words- 
worth”’: 

An old Ieborer near Rydal, who had 
often seen the poet, had been, str> 
by his odd .way of.snontins Jas “boo- 
ing his pottery” he seemed to the 
peasant to be quite daft; but his ma- 
lady was intermittent, for actual'y he 
could sometimes say ‘Good morrow, 
John,” just like anyone else, This 
may be supplemented by one of the 
Wordsworthiana which came to me 
on good authority. Some thirty years 
ago an aged lady who in her girlhood 
had known the poet, told me that he® 
once showed her a daisy besprinkled 
with dew and applied to it the lines 
which I quote from memory: 


Small service is true service while 
it lasts; 
Of friends, 


not once; 
The daisy by the shadow that it casts 
Protects the lingering dewdrop from 
the sun.

I rather gathered that the stanza wa: 
composed on the spot; but it is pos- 
sible that it had been written before, 
and was drawn from the poet by the 


object-illustration. This incident 
seems to me worth mentioning. It 
awakened a special interest in a 


grandson of Wordsworth, who told me 
that it was almost, if not quite, the 
only one of his great kinsman’s poems 
the occasion of which had been un- 
known to him. 


A Bust of Rolls. , 
The bust of the late Mr. C. S. Rolls, 
upon which the sculptor, Mr. W. C. 
ay, has been engaged, under the 
supervision of Lady Liangattock, has 
now been finally approved. The bust, 
which is looked upon es a remarkably 
successful study of the distinguished 
aviator and motorist, is borne upon 
a four-side pedestal, each of the four 
sides being ornamented with a panel 
descriptive of a notable event in Mr. 
Roll’s career. These represent: The 
Paris to Sherborne (Norfolk) balloon 
voyage; starting for Calais (aeroplane 
flight); Paris to Berlin (motor race) ; 
Dover to Calais and back (aeroplane 
flight). The rear of the bust itself, 
instead of being left in the rough, 
as is usual, is finished with a mo- 
deliang of roses and inscribed with 
the name ‘Charles Stewart Rolls,” 
together with a Latin phrase prophesy- 
ing that the aviator will be renowned 
to posterity. Mr. May, it will be re- 
membered, was the sculptor employed 
on the national Armada Memorial 
erected by the nation on Plymouth 
Hoe. 


The Unionist Organizer. 

At the Conservative Central Office, 
Westminster, sits the man, Mr. James 
Percival Hughes, who organizes and 
directs the British Tory forces. Mr. 
Hughes became chief agent of the 
Tory party in 1907, and the arduous- 
ness of the work may be gathered from 
the fact that he once confessed that 
he barely found time for a daily walk.
